Wind damage to crops from the 


storm on October 22 and 23 was 
slight to negligible on ail crops with 
four exceptions, the county agricul- 
tural department reported in its Oc- 
tober crop report. 


In only one section, five to seven 


per cent of mature Valencia oranges 
still on the tree were lost. The re- 
mainder of the county escaped. Most 
of this was poor quality fruit and 
unmarketable. In a comparatively 
small area, damage to the next navel 
crop is spotty and placed at ten per 
cent, although occasional 
orchards 


show as high as 50 per cent. Next 
year's Valencia crop was not dam- 
aged 
except 
from 
considerable 


scratching and scarring of fruit. 


Navel oranges are beginning to 


break color, the report stated. In 
some localities, fruit is small for this" 
time of year. Fruit will probably 
not mature for another month in the 
earliest sections. Agricultural in- 
spectors estimate crop volume will 
be as large as in 1934 and in a few 
areas is expected to exceed last 
year's yield by as much as 30 per 
cent, providing the fruit sizes nor- 
mally. The present Valencia orange 
season has been completed in most 
parts of the county. However, a few 
houses will be working on the regu- 
lar crop into November. Off-bloom 
valencias are plentiful in the south 
end of the county, where some pack- 
inghouses expect to have almost a 
month's run.

Defective Power 
Lines Cause 
Brush Fires 


Defective power lines caused three 


of the seven major brush fires in 
Los Angeles county ten days ago, 
with resultant loss of millions of dol- 
lars, the board of supervisors was 
informed in the official report of the 
county forester, on file this week. 


Most disastrous of the fires, sev- 


eral of which raged simultaneously, 
was the one in the Malibu district, 
from Zuma canyon to Malibu creek, 
leaving 20,000 acres blackened in 
its wake. A defective power line 
started the fire, according to Sp3nce 
D. Turner, county fire warden. 


The Altadena fire was the next 


most serious, and this too was traced 
to a high tension line, owned by the 
Southern California Edison company. 
The third power line fire was on 
Catalina island, where 200 acres were 
burned (jver on a horse ranch. 


Two fires were of incendiary ori- 


gin, 
one of which burned over 200 


acres in the Puente hills north of 
Whittier. Identity of the persons is 
unknown, Turner said. The other 
incendiary fire was in Kagel canyon, 
where two men are held by federal 
forestry officials for trial. 


Cigarets or tobacco in some form 


is declared to have been responsible 
for the fire that swept 15,000 acres 
in the Santa Monica mountains from 
Zuma canyon up the coast to the 
Ventura line. 
Tobacco also was 


blamed for the fire in SlQan canyon 
which burned over 800 acres. Six 
fires of lesser import also were at- 
tributed to smoking. 


Contributing factors were the low 


humidity, which caused brush to 
burn like tinder in some places, an 
exceedingly high wind, and a short- 
age of man power and equipment 
with which to fight the fires.

Citrus growers sometimes suffer 


great losses in navel and lemon or- 
chards from brown rot of the fruit. 
This is the disease that causes a 
rapid breaking down of the fruit, 
due to the fungus organism which 
comes to the surface of the ground 
during rainy weather. November is 
the month to consider spraying for 
the control of this disease, accord- 
ing to A. G. Salter, assistant farm 
advisor, representing the University 
of California in Los Angeles county.
